(ACP)—The Ohio State university LANTERN worries over a 
recurrent ailment. But they report a new name for it: apathy—a 
“blah” attitude. 

Apathy is the latest thing at Ohio State. Whether it’s a fad, a 
disease or the beginning of a trend has been debated by just about 
every campus activity which is suffering the effects. But it’s not 
just campus activities; students don’t care about national and in- 
ternational matters, studies, and just about everything you can 
name. It’s sort of an I-don’t-give-a-damn-about-anything-|-just- 
want-to-graduate-and-get-a-job attitude. 

Those who have expressed concern over this sad state of affairs 
here have generally confined their worries to the Ohio State campus. 
But it’s becoming increasingly evident that ‘it’s’ not just an Ohio 
State ailment; it seems to prevail on other college campuses as well. 

Recently the Michigan State News commented on student 
participation in activities, their interest in national issues and their 
concern with studies and life in general. The result? The paper 
reported ‘with disgust the MSU students had a “blah” attitude to- 
ward life. 

Mademoiselle magazine recently jumped into the controvery 
with, surprisingly enough, an article about Harvard. It seems that 
four students who edit the magazine ie: THE CAMBRIDGE RE- 
VIEW, put out a special edition entitled Harvard 1956. In it they. 
blasted just about everybody and everything about the university. 
Harvard, they said, cultivated the pursuit not of learning but of 
prestige. 

As for the students, they said ... “All Harvard is a search for 
distractions . . . Everybody’s bored.” 

How was their magazine received? Did the students object to 
this kind of criticism? The magazine was a sellout, but created no 
stir of the kind the editors had hoped for. 

And what's true at Michigan State, at Harvard, applied equally 
here. Ohio State students also have a “blah” attitude towards life; 
almost everybody's bored. | 

As we said, this problem has been recognized by many student 
groups, by the faculty and administration—in fact, just about every- 
body’s aware of it. Those who do consider it a problem (many people 
have a “blah” attitude and are proud of it) have generally tried to 
pin it down to some specific cause. It’s poor campus communica- 
tions, they say; or it’s the large number of vets or married students 
on campus, or it’s the fault of the administration, which stifles stu- 
dent creativity and activity. 

Each of these factors, we admit, may have some basis in truth; 
each may contribute to the general ennui. But we can’t help but 
think that maybe it’s something more basic. Maybe we are actually a 
“silent generation.” 

Are we silent because we're afraid to speak? Or is it simply be- 
cause we have nothing to say?

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Student Commuters Find Ride 
Familiar Phase of College Life 


Santa Cruz and Watsonville stu- 
dents attending MPC find the bus 
rides to and from campus as much 
a part of college life as studying. It 
is estimated that they spend an ap- 
proximate 360 hours; a semester 
simply riding the ‘bus. 

“But this is certainly nothing to 
complain about,’’ said a Santa Cruz 
student. “’Time passes almost too 
rapidly when you're engaged in a 
game of cards, or studying. 

As the buses lumber onward to 
school, students not only - occupy 
themselves studying and_ playing 
cards but find time to catch up on 
much needed sleep, gossip, and lis- 
ten to a variety of music coming 
from the radio equipped buses. 

Though the actual time spent rid- 
ing the buses is little bother to the 
student, there is the prablem of 
catching it each morning. This is 
hard, both for those taking the late 
bus and the early one. 

“It’s almost agony to get up at five 
o’clock in the morning and then run 
out into the dark foggy emptiness to 
catch the bus,”’ a coed said.

Science fiction and horror films, 
thought to be a dying fad a year ago, 
are back stronger than ever and are 
now glutting the market. Problem 
now is how to-keep them from 
strangling each other’s profits. 

Around 1949, when the _ flying 
saucer scare was reaching its lu- 
dicrdus zenith, outer space and mon- 
ster yarns raked in loot by the ton 
in mags, merchandising gadgets, and 
threatres. A thirst for ‘’weird’’ pics 
was drowned in a cataract of low- 
budget “‘hackies,’’ classy epics, and 
antique re-issues. By 1952, the fad 
had slipped away and things were 
back to normal, at least for a time. 

Today the market has been at- 
tacked by exploitation-wise producers 
and the screaming-memme flood is 
back again. Universal-International, 
king of the field since the days of 
Lon Chaney Sr., pulls in the money 
at a phenomenal rate with such 
flickers as ‘’The Incredible Shrinking 
Man,” “The Deadly Mantis,’” and 
the ‘’Creature’’ series, with no signs 
of slowing in sight. 

Young Hack 

Roger Corman, an_ ex-Stanford 
grad, is making headway with his 
bank account by spouting-out such 
quality-bare epics as ‘Attack of the 
Crab Monsters,’ ‘’The Undead,”’ and 
“The Beast With 1,000,000 Eyes.’’ 
Using no name stars, outdoor loca- 
tions, and practically a ‘’shoot it in 
one day” schedule, Corman almost 
always grosses four or five times his 
cost. 

Crowding Corman for honors as 
Filmdom’s greatest hack is an old 
veteran of East Side Kids, jungle, and 
gangster movies, Sam Katzman. Re- 
leasing through Columbia, Katzman 
crashes in on any craze like rock and 
roll, calypso, or horror, with items 
like ‘’Rock Around the Clock,” 
“Calypso Heat Wave,’’ and ‘’Earth 
Vrs. The Flying Saucers.’’ His more 
recent efforts have been ‘*’Zombies 
of Mora-Aau”’ and ‘’The Man Who 
Turned to Stone.”

“Monolith,” with a sequel to the 
“Shrinking Man’’ is coming in the 
future.
